Because we need to search for and collect requested records from field facilities or other 
establishments that are separate from the office processing the request, we are taking a 10- 
workday extension under 43 C.F.R. § 2.19. We therefore expect that we will dispatch a 
determination to you by July 2, 2019 or notify you of any delay.
